Regarding claims 1-10, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method 
comprising "querying the database for network flow information associated with the first 
portion; and aggregating the network flow information associated with the first network 
portion from other network portions in an aggregate packet," which is considered in 
combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 1 . 

Regarding claims 11-14, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a network device 
comprising "to generate an aggregate packet including network flow information 
associated with the first network portion from other network portions retrieved from the 
database," which is considered in combination with other limitations, as specified in the 
independent claim 1 1 . 

Regarding claims 15-24, the prior art fails to teach or suggest an article 
comprising a machine-readable medium storing instructions operable to cause one or 
more machines to perform operations comprising "querying the database for the 
network flow information associated with the first network portion; and aggregating the 
network flow information associated with the first network portion from other network 
portions in an aggregate packet," which is considered in combination with other 
limitations, as specified in the independent claim 1 5.
